We would respeetfully call the a t­ 
tention of the Board of Supervisors to 
the condition of the Telegraph Stage 
road. It is in a bad condition in many 
places, which could easily be repaired.

Clouded Title. 


The discovery' that a cloud hangs 
over the title of the San Vicente or 
Santa Monica ranch, will, we appre­ 
hend, somewhat affect the approach­ 
ing sale of lots in the “ Coming City.” 
Bona fide purchasers do not, as a gen­ 
eral thing, care to invest their money 
in real estate to which they cannot 
obtain a clear title.

worth the money when the damage is 
sustained. 


Our Congressional Candidate. 


The selection of a Congressional can­ 
didate for this district by the Demo­ 
cratic Convention isdeeidedly unpop­ 
ular in this portion of the State, ami 
will, no doubt, to a certain extent, 
affect the vote on Uk> whole ticket. 
We regret th at this is so, ftnd we trust 
that between now and th» election 
Democratic .voters may realize the 
importance of giving to the nominee 
of their Convention a full aud hearty 
support. Mr. W iggington is a tal­ 
ented and energetic youug man. His 
talking qualities are far above the av­ 
erage, and he promises to make an 
effective campaign. He isa lawyer of 
large practice and in his home, in 
Merced county, commands the respect 
of all who know him. All that can be 
urged against him is that, being a 
non-resident of Southern California 
and totally unacquainted with our 
wants and resources, he will not be 
able to secure such legislation as re­ 
quired. The Southern counties of the 
district comprise by far the moBt im­ 
portant part of the State which Mr. 
W iGGINGTOJf, if elected, will repre­ 
sent a t the National Capital; yet he is 
a stranger to these counties and his 
name is unknown to our people. 
He 
may, however, and If he Is wise he 
will, inform himself as to the require­ 
ments of this part of his district. He 
should spend several weeks of the 
campaign in this, Sap Diego aud San 
Bernardino counties, talking with the 
people and studying the country. We 
hope to see him among us at an early 
day, 


The Rev. I. 8. Kalloch, while in 
Southern California, had an opportu­ 
nity of comparing San Diego and Los 
Angeles, and gives his impressions in 
a letter to the Pacific Baptist. Though 
his letter is principally devoted to 
Baptist interests, yet it is so much like 
Kalloch, and, withal, is so fuir in Its 
oomparisous, that we present part of it 
as follows: The overland trip from 
San Francisco to San Diego, involving 
over one hundred miles of staging 
over 
the mountains, through the 
cafions, aud along the “ragged edges” 
of the route, is ono that the average 
fat man has occasion to remember. 
And yet, if he Is subject to that sea­ 
sickness which first makes one fear 
he will die, and then thiuk he won’t, 
a return trip by boat leaves him some­ 
w hat in the confused condition of the 
boy who, on being asked by a bewil­ 
dered traveler which of two roads he 
should take, replied: 
“ It don’t make 
a bit of difference; whichever you 
take you will wish you had taken the 
other.” 
SAN DIEGO 
is the southermost city of the Califor­ 
nia coast, has a population of some 
two or three thousand, is more “ beau­ 
tiful for situation” and delightful for 
clim ate than any place I have ever 
visited; aud is a smaller, duller town 
than I expected to find. Its great ex­ 
pectations have not been realized as 
soon as the more sanguine and specu­ 
lative desired; and so mauy of them 
have shaken off the dust of their feet 
for a testimony against it, and gone in 
search of green fields and fresh pas­ 
tures—a tolerably difficult thing to 
find, by the way, In Southern Califor­ 
nia at this season of the year. This 
creates a temporary dullness m the 
city; but tlie solid and sensible men 
who are left behind do not appear to 
“bate one jut of heart or hope.” They 
feel that they have a sure future of 
San Diego some time. 
They are cer­ 
tain th at their unparalleled climate 
aud peerless harbor are things which 
no railroad can give or take away; and 
that these, 
with other remarkable 
natural advantages, will yet give them 
that connection with the outside world 
wluoh they so much desire. 
" 
LÓS A^üfiLES 
Is at present a much larger and livelier 
city than San Diego, but our Baptist 
cause is at a much lower ebb. The 
city has a population of some 15,000, is 
growing with great rapidity, is very 
brisk ami enterprising, aud the few 
faithful Baptists who are there ought 
to be aided in holding up the Baptist 
banner. 
They were encouraged by 
large congregations aud excellent a t­ 
tention in the German Turners’ Hall 
tiie Sunday I preached there, and the 
determination seemed strong and uni­ 
versal to do what they could for God 
and the Baptist cause in Los Angeles. 
The church organization is very small 
and weak, but is encouraged by recent 
accessions. 
Dr. Burgess, a dentist 
j from Fort ¡Scott, Kansas, has pitched 
his tent there, aud will uot only be a 
valuable accession to the place as a 
professional man, but will make, I 
doubt not. a working Baptist, as he 
has been elsewhere. I met iu Los An­ 
geles the worthy missionary, Rev. 
John Francis, Brother Hobbs, late 
pastor of the church, Rev. J. C. Curtis 
of Los Nietos, Rev. T. J. Ellis of the 
Santa Ana church, aud other brethren 
almost too 
numerous to mention. 
Brother Francis is manifestly doing a 
great work in this part of the State. 
God gives him favor with the people. 
Old prejudices and differences are 
m elting away, and the foundation is 
being laid In many places for perma­ 
nent Baptist churches. 


The Fren$h Appeal. 


[From th e H. F. A lta. Jnly‘4thJ 
The appeal here made by the French 
Consuls, Mons. Breuil and M. Touch- 
ard, to their countrymen, which we 
have translated and publish herewith, 
must touch the heart of every French 
born person among us, and can scarce­ 
ly fail of affecting deeply our own na­ 
tive born aud naturalized citizens; for 
although addressed 
to Frenchmen 
born, it is as broad in its appeal as 
hum anity itself. 
Here is a vast 
stretch oF country, lately populous and 
prosperous, its people happy, its erops 
flattering, its prospects all that could 
be desired, all at once turned into a 
rolliug sea; 
not only its crops, its 
vineyard*, its houses swept away, but 
its inhabitants drowned in tbe terrible 
flood, or a portion of them left to 
mourn for the dead, for husbands, fa­ 
thers, sons, daughters —parents and 
children—and completely destitute, 
robbed of everything. It is a sad pic­ 
ture, 
. 
Although the appeal is only to those 
of French origin, it carries with it an 
appeal to all. When great calamities 
fall upon communities, the world 
should have but one heart, one pair of 
hands, one instinctive answer to the 
appeal. - In our great hours of trouble 
a century ago France was one of‘our 
first, our most efficient friend. For a 
hundred years the hearts of the French 
pqpulac* have beat in harmony with 
our own, even when the glory of Bona- 
parteism filled the world with its bril­ 
liancy. Now, when she is in distress, 
still struggling toward a government 
such as ours, and working out her des­ 
tiny amid many discouragements, in a 
time when our people should remem­ 
ber her former assistance, the long 
friendship she has given us, and the 
sorrows of some of her people, and 
show hér that we have not forgotten, 
that we are grateful and th at we will 
respond. 
‘ San F rancisco, July 1,1875. 
To the French Colony in Califor­ 
nia—D eav. C om patriots: 
A great 
misfortune hás stricken Our country. 
Torrent-like rains have made the Gar­ 
onne overflow, aud the resulting flood 
has cáused the Toulouse and other 
places along the river Incalculable 
damage. Thé telegraph, with its de­ 
spair-inspiring brevity, is far from sat­ 
isfying our auxiety to know all tbe 
details, but it says enough to let us 
comprehend that the disaster is im­ 
mense, and that the losses are, we 
m ight almost venture to say, irrepar­ 
able. 
Two thousand persons have 
lost their lives, and hundreds of dwell­ 
ings are heaps of ruins; in other words, 
to-day in France, in those districts 
where lately reigned happiness and 
abundance, there are thousands of per­ 
sons, who, suddenly despoiled of all 
their worldly possessions, are plunged 
into the deepest distress. 
l’he Government of the Republic 
immediately took 
energetic meas­ 
ures to provide, as far as possible, for 
the most pressing necessities. Sub­ 
scription lists have been opened, not 
only In France, but also in England, 


Switzerland «¿id Berlin, and public 
charity will doubtless respond gener-' 
ously to the appeals made to it; nut 
we must not delude ourselves with the 
supposition that the help from these 
sources will be sufficient. 
In a cutas- 
trophe of this kind, if the needs of the 
first moment are great, those of the 
future are still greater. 
It is not 
enough to provide an asylum and food 
for the widow, the orphan and the old 
man; the toilers of the suit must also 
be supplied with the xue«ns of restor­ 
ing feitility to the lauds washed by 
th ew aiersan d thus rendered sterile 
for a long time. 
The Government of out country and 
the citi/.ens of all classes in t i n - pain­ 
ful circumstances, will make a l, pos­ 
sible sacrifices to better the condition 
of the poor victims of the flood, but 
we must not forget that France, ex­ 
hausted as she now ¡b by the burden 
imposed upon her by the last war, is 
powerless to help the unfortunate as 
she would wish. In her material sol­ 
itude, she remembers that beyond the 
seasshe has faithful children, in whom 
neither time nor distance has altered 
their love of their country, and nat­ 
urally turning to them, she points her 
finger at their unfortunate brethren, 
and reminds them that they have a 
great duty to fulfil. 
• 
It is then in the name of France’s 
dear compatriots, iu the name of our 
country so cruelly tried, that we to­ 
day address you. 
Oh, do not close 
your ears to this appeal; look in fancy 
at the scenes of which the shores of 
the Garonne are to-day the witness; 
see these little children crying for 
food; that mother weeping for the 
death of him who was the object of all 
her affections aud the sole support of 
her family; listen to the sobs of this 
poor old woman from whom the wat­ 
ers robbed her beloved son; consider 
the despair of all these unfortunates, 
who in less time than we shall take in 
describing it, lost everything; and 
then consult your heart and follow its 
inspirations.

The recent floods in France have 
been very disastrous In their conse­ 
quences. 
The im m ediate loss of life 
and property is not more deplorable 
th an the destitution th at exists am ong 
th e survivors in tb e afflicted sections. 
The condition of th e French peasant, 
a t beat, is one of bard work and m ea­ 
gre fare; but when a flood devastates 
the country, carrying crops, houses 
aud hum an beings with it, the surviv­ 
ors are in danger of starvation, unless 
outside aid is rendered. 
Tbe popula­ 
tion of France is very dense, ami when 
the calam ity of war, pestilence or con­ 
vulsion of nature visits them , it alm ost 
destroys th eir dom estic organization, 
rendering the poor peasant the prey of 
want. 
Such a fate is threatening part 
of France to-day, and generouB aud 
tim ely aid alone can prevent untold 
suffering. 
A t the tim e of the Chicago 
fire and a t other periods of distress in 
this country the geuerosity of French­ 
men was unparalleled, aud now is a 
favorable 
opportunity of returning 
tbeir generosity in kind. In another 
colum n we publish “ The French A p­ 
peal,” and hope It will m eet with a 
ready response here and elsewhere.

Last nicrht St. half.paat olaht nlnlnnt 
as Mr. A, T. H aw ley, local editor of 
tbe Star, was passing near Brooks’

using such foul language as to cause 
the ladies w ithin bearing to retire to 
their houses and close the doors.

below the left shoulder, penetrating 
alm ost to the lungs. H is would-be 
assassin im m ediately fled, pursued by 
Mr. H aw ley for some distance. The 
wounded m an finally reached the Star 
office in a fainting condition, where 
he received the im m ediate attention 
of Doctors Shorb and Stanw ay, who 
dressed the wound, which bled freely. 
Mr. H aw ley says his assailant was a 
tall, slim m an, but the attack was so 
unexpected and the stab given so sud­ 
denly th a t he had no tim e to fully 
identify him . 
I t is a sad reflection on our law. 
abiding city th a t an attem pted assas­ 
sination of this kind by rowdies could 
be made on a public street, In a flue 
residence portion of the city, and no 
help be rendered to the unfortunate 
m an whose chivalric feelings led him 
to protest against their filthy language 
and rowdyism . 
I t is another argu­ 
m ent in favor of every reputable citi­ 
zen arm ing him self and on an occa­ 
sion like this kind defending himself. 
If blood is to be shed, let it be the 
blood of th e rowdies, rather than of 
reputable citizens.

Suicide.
